MG -21 had a red star on its tail which would indicate that it was a 
Soviet aircraft. He reported that the tapes from the various systems 
are still being analysed, but alerted the DDI and Sherman Kent to the 
fact that there might be a Soviet MIG-21 presence in China, 


Carl Duckett briefed on the latest Soviet launch, VOSKHOD. 

Bross reported that he had received a series of questions from 
Vance regarding NRO. He said that Vance noted that there were only 
three persons in the Pentagon who were aware of the discussions on 
NRO, McNamara, Vance, Fubini, and he hoped that this fact would 
be closely held. There was a discussion of die up-coming budget 
presentation which NRO would be giving to the Mahon Committee this 
morning.
